AND 

WHY  THEY  SHOULD  BE  PLANTED  IN  THE  FALL 


Fall  is  absolutely  the  best  time  for  the  planting  of  all  kinds  of  hardy  plants,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  etc.,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  soil  is  at  that  time  in  better  condition 
and  nearly  a year  in  growth  is  gained  over  spring  planting. 

Planting  in  the  fall  enables  the  plants  to  become  established  and  start  their  growth  at  least  one  month  earlier  than  those  planted  in  the  spring.  This  also  gives  the  trees  an 
opportunity  to  become  better  established,  so  as  to  withstand  the  usual  dry  weather  in  the  late  summer. 

However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  if  best  results  are  wanted,  the  planting  should  be  done  early  enough  so  that  the  plants  may  become  well  established  before  freezing 
weather.  A good  heavy  mulching  of  old  leaves  or  course  manure  will  be  very  beneficial  to  fall  planted  trees,  and  will  protect  them  from  the  severe  winter  frosts. 

There  are  a few  varieties  of  the  more  tender  sorts  of  trees  and  plants,  which  will  not  withstand  fall  planting  and  there  are  also  others,  such  as  Peonies,  etc.,  which  are 
a great  deal  better  planted  in  the  fall  than  in  the  spring  of  the  year  and  the  selection  of  plants,  which  we  offer  on  the  rear  pages  of  this  catalog,  is  made  up  of  only  the  kinds 
and  varieties  which  will  do  well  planted  in  the  fall  of  the  year.

HOW  TO  GROW  THEM 


IN  THE  OPEN  GROUND — -When  grown  out  of  doors,  the  bulbs  should  be  put  into  the  ground 
late  in  October  or  early  in  N ovember.  The  crown  of  the  bulb  should  be  placed  from  2 to  4 inches  below 
the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  two  or  three  inches  of  litter  or  manure  should  be  strewn  thereon  as  a 
protection  against  frost.  The  litter  may  be  removed  early  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  leaves  have 
pushed  fairly  through  the  earth.  It  may  be  placed  on  again  at  night  during  frosty  weather.  A 
sandy  loam  is  the  soil  in  which  these  bulbs  seem  to  grow  and  thrive  best,  and  if  such  is  not  the 
natural  soil  of  the  beds  or  borders  they  are  intended  to  occupy  or  adorn,  it  would  well  repay  any 
trouble  or  inconvenience  to  provide  it.  A slight  shading  during  the  season  of  .flowering  greatly 
improves  the  quality  and  durability  of  the  flowers. 


IN  POTS,  RUSTIC  BASKETS  AND  BOWLS — Hyacinths  potted  in  September  may  be  'v 
brought  into  good  condition  of  bloom  before  Christmas;  and,  by  potting  fresh  bulbs  at  intervals  of  > 
a fortnight  till  the  end  of  the  year,  a succession  of  flowers  may  be  obtained  until  the  middle  or  end 
of  April.  The  bestsoil  for  Hyacinths'in  pots  is  a rich  sandy  loam,  composed  of  one-half  well-rotten 
sod  the  other  half  well-rotten  manure  and  sand. 


IN  GLASSES — The  following  simple  rules  will,  we  are  persuaded,  be  attended  with  satisfactory  results:  Set  the  bulb  in  the  glass  so  that  the  lower  end  is  almost,  but  not 

quite,  in  contact  with  the  water.  Use  rain  water,  if  possible.  Do  not  change  the  water,  but  keep  a small  lump  of  charcoal  at  the  bottom  of  the  glass.  Fill  up  the  glass  with 
water,  as  it  shrinks  by  the  feeding  of  the  roots  and  by  evaporation.  When  the  bulb  is  placed,  put  the  glass  in  a cool,  dark  cupboard,  or  in  any  place. where  light  is  excluded, 
there  to  remain  for  about  six  weeks,  as  the  roots  feed  more  freely  in  the  dark.  When  the  roots  are  fully  developed  and  the  flower  spike  is  pushing  into  life  (which  will  be  in 
about  six  weeks),  remove  by  degrees  to  full  light  and  air.  The  more  light  and  air  given  from  the  time  the  flowers  show  color,  the  shorter  will  be  the  leaves  and  spike,  and 
brighter  the  color  of  the  flowers.  All  Hyacinths  are  suitable  to  be  forced.  All  Hyacinths  succeed  well  in  water.  Hyacinths  are  useful  in  window  boxes  also,  and  invaluable 
for  room  decoration.  v
